$1,2011 to $4,200 by J. S. Ilaw-kin.s. the owner of 
Wing Ting, the runner-up. were tln^ outstanding 
features of a high-class half holiday’s racing at 
Oakland this afteriuKai. 

In view of the light weight Sewell carried — ltM> 
pounds — and his generally acknowledged sup«*riority 
as a mud runner, the closing pric<* of 11 to .5 tpioted 
alKiiit 'him by the layers was extraordinarily lilt^al.

The illiistralioii aliove is a photographic l{ke- 
ness of the new grandstand ami aiixilliary biiihl- 
ings whb‘h now grace the old Fair tJrounds ra<*e 
<-ourse at N»*w Orh-aiis and which will be opened to 
the public for the first time tomorrow. Tlie work 
of disniuntling and n-biiildiiig has been in progres.s 
since the close of the racing season last spring 
and tlie Cres<M‘nt City Jm-key Cliili has exiMiub*d 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars lu making 
their plant one of the nmst inmlerh in the country. 
The grandstand itself is a i“et»Hea «>f the grand- 
stand which stood sX I’nloii Fark rac-e .tra«*k In St:, 
l„oiiis, inasmuch as the ste«*l in that structure was 
U8<*d. It has a seating capacity of over 
ptHvple ami affords a goo<l view of every part of 
the tra«‘k to the w-ciipant of any scat In the 



structure. The building adjoining on the left is 
taken up with offices for officials, track post office, 
Imspital, dining rooms, telegraph ofiico, bureau of 
information and j<K*key quarters. Beyond the 
grand stand is the betting ring, judges’ stand and 
pad<hK*k. also a covered enclosure where patrons 
coming to tin* truck in automobiles and carriages 
may view the rac«*s without leaving their equip- 
ages. Tin* betting ring is an enclosure designed 
to u<‘comino<late KH> bookmakers and their patrons 
without Aliscomfort and is lighted by electricity.

The first disqualification of the meeting came 
with the running of tlie third race won by Marbles. 
The May filly was an overwhelming choice and 
should have won off by herself but for the fouling 
ta<*tics of jockej' Notter. He was winning easily 
wht*n McDaniel, on Lajeunesse, challengAsl, but 
with slight prosp<*cts of downing the leader. Xot- 
t«*r, lmwA*ver, pulUni over and pinched off Lajeunesse. 
’File fouling was palpable ami the judges promptly 
set her back ami gave the race to Lajeunesse. In- 
fanta se<-A>nd and Bellw«*tlier third. The «lecisioii 
was greeted with applaiist*. 

3’welve, the largest field of the afternoon, started 
in the stt*eplechase and furnished a good spectacle 
by running closely grouped until the eighth jump 
was readied, where Peter Be<*ker, then in the lead, 
iiuuh* a bad landing and unseated jockey Yourcll.

T. E. Mannix boiiglit 
the contract on apprentice rider .MePahey, under 
contract to J. Fitzsimmons, and will have him do 
most of the lightw'^eigli.t riding for his stable.

WOULD RATE HORSES AS CRIMINALS. 



Memphis, Tenn., December 7. — Circuit Judge Ma- 
Knie of this city today declared himself in favor 
of enacting a law pimisliing with death a horse 
or any other ilomestic animal which had killed or 
maimed a human being. Judge Malone arrived at 
this conclusion after reading a dispatch relating the 
deatli of jockey Mosier by the horse Kercbeval at 
Nashville last week. He believes that an animal 
should suffer the penalty of the law just as an in- 
dividual would if guilty of a felonioua assault 
with murderous initent and that such an animal Is 
too dangerous- to live.

Mr. Donner’s Turf Prominence — Michael 

Boys and Charley Gray Riding in Chili. 

New Y<«‘k, I>e<*emlw‘r 6. — They were discussing 
at tlie rooms <»f tlio Jockey Club tmlay the deaith 
of II. D. Havermeyer. known as the “Sugar King,*’ 
w1m» left many millions to three children. He was 
only sixty years <dd, young in one sense, and there 
were statements made tiwiay in the Jockey Club 
that if Mr. Havemeyer had chosen years ago to 
take up with the turf, as did a former associate, 
lie might still bo alive and perhaps live years longer. 
Mr. Havemeyer bred roadsters, but never had to do 
with tlioronghbreds, more’s the pity. Tlie former 
asMM-iate a limit'd to was J. Otto Donner, tlie owner 
of the famous Giroflo, which was sent to England 
in 18S2 and there cut an inglorious figure. She had 
iKim loasetl by “Plunger” Walton, who expected 
to follow up with this daughter of Leamington some 
of his great ring .successes of 1881. when he won 
fortunes on Iroquois in the Derby and St. Leger, and 
still larger suras on F'oxhall in the Cesarewitch 
ami Cambridgeshire. Girofle was, however, a mare 
of iM'culiar temr»erament, and she never ran up to 
her American form, w’hich w'as of the highest class. 
No dimbt she missed in England the patient ban 
dling of quiet old Eph Snedeker, w’ho for many years 
trjiimsl for Mr. Donner and the confederacy which 
owned Kingston before he was sold for $12,500 to 
tiu' Dwyer Brothers, who desired to protect Hanover 
and 'JYeinofit from dangerous competitors the follow- 
ing year — 1887. 

Billy Donohue, uho is still in England, where he 
was last year training for Mrs. Langtry (or Mr. 
.Jersey, as the turf world knov\"s her), rode Girofle 
in England as be had <k>ne in this country, and 
tlie then arrogant English jockeys and horsemen 
ridiculed the Yankee’s seat in the sa(|dle, he thus 
aiitef^ating by some years “Willie” Simms and 
later the Beiffs, Sloan and all tbe galaxy of good 
joi-keys who, after a year or two of experience on 
tlie British turf, have grmiually left England, either 
to r<‘tum to America or to ride in other countries. 

The late Mr. I>oiiner was an idealist. He was a 
grx*at stmlent of i»edlgrees and of the action of race 
horses. When the Califoriii.a photographer, Muy- 
liridge, first showed the real action of a race horse 
by his sy.stem of picture taking, Mr. Donner had 
a set of the photos mounted on a circular, moving 
platform and set them in motion, thus getting an 
exact Wen of the diffenut i»hases of action through 
which horses go. Mr. iKuiuer tired Uamapo, that 
grand looking chestnut by Pontiac (himself a jet 
lilack horse), and after David Ghieon leased Ram- 
il 1 m>, a liorse slow to develop, he bi-came about the 
Is'st of his age in the year 181)4, having won the 
S'uliuriam frinn Banquet. SiMirt, and others that 
sca.soii, tbe raie liaving a sequel iii a match be- 
tween the first ami senuid, and also eugeudi'riiig 
a quarrel lH*twe«*n the resiM*etive factions which it 
tiRik years of diplomacy ou the part of P. H. Mc- 
(’arreii and others to wipe out. The senator realized 
then that the turf eould not stagger under such a 
quarrel .as the row Indweeii the Mi*ssrs. Gideon ami 
Dwyer bade fair to 1 m*. ami so In goml time the 
weliMiiie news was made public that the legal mat- 
ters iKid bern settiisl.

thewc horses afterward went to England. The lat- 
ter, a gehllng, could not. ^ course, be of any use 
to a breiSler, and the sliWy has often been told 
that lie became a cab lionae, but those in a imsiliou 
to know have always deniml this. 

Ramapo. Irowever. in due time we*nt to the stud 
and bt'canie the sire of sonic gowl two-year-olils. 
He Is young yet, and there is ample time for him 
to develop into a success abroad. Tliut he had all 
the individual characteristics iwcessary is recalled 
by the race-goer of that perksl. 

I saw tmlay at the office of the Jockey Cluli, 
Harry Michaels, the American jfKrkey, who has 
just returned for a six months’ visit to his parents 
at Coney Island. Harry Michaels, his brother and 
Charles Gray, the latter once so well known on the 
western turf, are the three leading jockeys in 
('hill. South America. The three divide betw’eeu 
them nearly the entire program of a race day. 
Michaels tells me that ho Is paid $700 a month as 
a retaining fee, with $20 for mounts. Unluckily, 
the Chili money is worth only twenty cents on the 
dollar of American money and hence his earnings 
are not so large as appears on the surface. But 
Michaels has saved h!s money and is evidently, 
like others of his race, loyal to his parents and 
so desirous wore his father and mother of seeing 
lH>th their sons, now absent several years from 
home, that they had -negotiated for and purchased 
two round trip tickets to Santiago, Chili, at a cost 
of .$1)00, when the older son reached home. 

It is a matter which puzzles Americans why some 
jockeys do so well abroad and so poorly at home. 
Perhaps a little incident which recently happened 
at one English race course may throw some light 
on this. That most respected nobleman, Ix»rd 
Derby, head of the house of Stanley, which has 
carried on racing there for more than a hundred 
years, sent for “Danny” Maher after he had won a 
race for him and complimented the Connecticut 
youth uiKm his fine horsemanship. This is the kind 
of appreciation which binds a pei*son to his em- 
ployer stronger than steel fetters, and It is not 
surprising to know that Maher is so eager to ride 
a Derby winner for Lord Derby, whose ancestors 
gave his name to the Epsom fixture, that he would 
go to great lengths to achieve his object. It must 
lie a source of groat satisfaction to Maher to have 
so eminent a person, a close associate of the King
